are shipped from this point, and an 
assembly of the huge red tops is to be 
seen along the wharf. 

So much for the quarantine story. 
Before ‘pressing on along Bay Street 
it.may interest, you.to make a brief 
detour up to 154 Stuyvesant .Place, 
where a large, old-fashioned house is 
marked “Public Museum.” The col- 
lection here includes many old docu- 
ments, books, relics, coins, and so on 
relating to the Colonial period on the 
island; one of the treasures on display 
is the original bell of the. ancient 
Richmond Court House, 

Back to the shofe; and follow along 
Bay Street, either walking or trolley- 
ing, to the corner of Grant, It is 
hardly more than a ten or fifteen min- 
utes’ stroll. Here, on the northwest 
corner, you will see a dilapidated build- 
ing with a dilapidated sign reading, 
“Furnished Rooms,” and perhaps a 
little barefooted boy playing about in 
the shadow of smothering bushés. 

But behind its decay the building 
shows you @ glimpse of ancient pros- 
perity. It is strongly built of brick, 
with an old. veranda running across 
the front and low windows above 
opening upon this; the old Dutch slant 
of roof, with chimneys at each end, 
and the numerous windows which in- 
dicate a hotel. 

This dingy,. mournful, down-at-heel 
edifice was-the famous old Planters’ 
Hotel, where wealthy and aristocratic 
Southerners used to assemble and ex- 
change genial Southern stories in the 
early eighteen-hundreds. Here in 
Tompkinsville the building was put 
up by a Southerner in 1820 and con- 
ducted especially for Southern visitors 
in New York, the early planters. In 
later. years, when its. clientele had 
Imelted away, it became a boys’ acad- 
Femy, and since that,period it has grad- 
‘ually degenerated. But . its . impor- 
tancé i8 indicated by. the fact that 
japon Haddy’s map of “ Thirty Miles 
‘Around New York” (1828) it is marked 

“ Planters’ Hotel,” as if it were a town 
in itself. 

Just to the south of it was the old 
Van Duzer’s Ferry—this name of 
Dutch days is perpetuated on the isl- 
and. 

Walking on Bay Street you will 
come to the intersection of Clinton. 
Make a little detour here by turning 


up this street and climbing old Pavil- 
ion Hill, or Mount Tompkins, or 
Mount Pavilion, or, disrespectfully, 
Cow Hill, as the height has been va- 
riously valled. Not so very long ago 





' thé old fortifications; no sign remains 
jexcept a sort of etukvation where 


there were still to be seen traces of 





someé.of the stonework stood. But the 


‘ 


Howe. and his brother, Lord Howe, 
arrived. on the island. One-half of 
their men were encamped 
there, and they themselves were being 
entertained at the old Rose and 
Crown, a-famous inn. The British 
now set to work to throw up’ breast- 
works here anid there near the shore, 
and two forts were built on Pavilion 


Hill, as it offered a most tempting: 


position. During the stressful times 
of 1812 the Americans rebuilt these 
fortifications, and'so for. many years ; 
the hill was strongly fortified. 

Long after it. ceased to be used as. 
a point of defense: it became a pop- 
ular Sunday. resort and was known 
as Mount Pavilion. 

ane cee to Bay Street, follow it 

to the corner of Congress, and you 
will find one- of the Vanderbilt 
houses at your right. This one is 
huge -and imposing, with massive 
colonial pillars:framing its doorway, 
Although its yard is unkempt and the 
encroachment of business has robbed 
it of its beauty, it mrt a any stands 
proudly ferth, representing th © mag- 
nificence of Cornelius Vanderbilt's 
success. Only a little further on, at 
the corner of Union Street, you will 
come upon an humble little old white 
farmhouse built by his mother, Mrs. 
Phoebe Vanderbilt; this stands. for 
the simple, farming boyhood of the 
great master of affairs. 

In his “History of Staten Island,” 
Tra K. Morris quotes an entertaining 
and illumining story of young Vander- 
bilt when 15 years old. It seems that 
he had entertained fantastic, boyish 
visions of going to sea and adventur- 
(ng; to make these dreams practical, 
his mother offered him a feward of 
4 $100 with which he might-buy a boat, 
provided he accomplished a certain 
almost impossible farm task. Young 
Cornelius immediately ald the project 
before some of his boy friends, prom- 
ised them sails in the boat if they 
would help him win it, and the task 
Was accomplished. 

Instead of seeking treasure islands 
or playing hookey to toaf in his boat, 
he conceived the idea of ferrying pas- 
sengers back and forth to the island, 
which he did for 18 cents a trip. By 
the end of the first year he not only 
paid-his mother for ths boat, but had 
cleared $1.000. By the end of the next 
year he had cleared another $1,000 and 
had secured a fractional interest in 
some more boats. He often went 
without his meals to carry excursion 

rties across. During the war of 

812 his business became tremendous. 

The small farmhouse is decidedly 
seedy, but its outline is preserved, and 
it forms a good example of the old 
Dutch type of building. Here the 
Commodore’s wife died. 

Continue on Bay Street, and you will 
come to the Marine Hospital, very 
large and majestic, on high ground 
at ,your right, overlooking the bay. 
Just behind the modern building the 
old Seaman's. Retreat was. built more 
than a century ago; this was the orig- 
inal hospital bufiding of the. Marine 
Society of New York. Later the prop- 
erty was taken by the United States, 
and it was made over into a Govern- 
ment hospital, with fine modern 
equipment, accommodating many pa- 
tiénts. “At the western end of the 
land the Retreat laid out its cemetéry. 


Clute says>. “Here poor Jack —— f 


quiét. resting ‘Place by the side of 
co es when his life of. hardship, 
privations, and peril is ended.” 

At this point it is convenient to take 
the South Beach car and ride on over 
a breezy stretch to Fort. Wadsworth, 
one of our fine fortifications, sur- 
mounting the heights above the Nar- 
rows. Opposite, on the Long Islané 
shore, stands Fort ' Hamilton, con- 


fronting it and commanding, with. it, 
-| the entrance to our harbor. 


This 
situation was one of the points chosen 
by Sir William Howe in 1776, at the 
same time that he chose Pavilion 
Hill for British fortifications. 

He caused an especially strong fort 
to be erected here, and when it was 
abandoned at the end of the Révolu- 
tion -it remained as it was until 
the trouble of 1812 prompted the 
strengthening of its ition. During 
that war time Gov. iel D. Tomp- 
kins of New York State had two 
stone forts, called Tompkins and

“ Historic Guide to the City of New 
York ” sketches a tour over this part

And now a little walk along the 
paar of the trolley brings you to the 

district now known as Arrochar Park 
ae right where them two saloons 
stand on the top o’ the hill,” according 
to a local direction. Although nothing 
of particular interest catches the eye 
today, this part is of tremendous his- 
torical Amportance, for it was the site 
of Oude Dorp, ‘or Old Town, the 
settlement by Europeans on Staten 
Island. Authorities have debated over 
the exact location of this ancient set- 
tlement,* but it seems pretty ey, 
accepted that it lay northwest of Fort 
Wadsworth, near. the block house 
which was built on the heights, and 
that the present Arrochar just about 
corresponds with it. 

Here, in 1641, the little hamlet was 


were erected by diligent settlers. Mor- 
ris describes the building with stones 
few on the shore, lumber hewn from 
the virgin forest, and shells from the 
shore Rie for mortar. The settlers 
engaged in fur trading and farming, 
‘and entered upon a peaceful, busy life. 
Then began trouble with. the Indi- 
ans. Gov. Kieft had a distillery which 
may. have stood at Oude Dorp, at any 
rate on the island, and from it the In- 
dians got rum which made them very 
drunk and far more trqublesome than 

a 3 probipitionist Indian ever could have 
eons hogenges ad drink, imposed upon 
y certain white persons, they took to 
distorttat the innocent settlers of 


out five tribes had banded together, 
had descended upon the struggling lit- 
tle town and burned it, slaying almost 
all the inhabitants. Those who escaped 
joined the soldiers at the block house 
and got away across the Narrows. 

A second time the town was built, 
and now eleven tribes banded together 
and repeated their destruction, 
ly De Vries, the patroon of Staten 
Island,- succeeded in making peace 
with the tribes, and ye ae the 
farmhouses were built, in 1! 

But the following year trouble arose 
again. A squaw was seen by Henry 
Van Dyck, stealing peaches in his 
garden; he shot in sudden anger and 
killed the woman, and the “ Peach 
War” was opened. To avenge the 
squaw’s death the tribes again took 
the warpath; sixty-four canoes ar- 
rived, and 1,900 savage fighters, and 
in a short time Oude Dorp met its 
end. This was its end indeed; Oude 
Dorp never again had the courage. to 
rebuild, and the settlement vanished 
into a memo 

A little fu ther on, and you will 
reach South Beach, where joyful pea- 
nut, ice cream, and chewing gum con- 
sumption is. going on fT eee un- 
der the very nose of history.

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ARIS, Aug. 20-—The women of 
France are trying to save what 
they can from the devastation 
that threatens French prosper- 

ity. ‘Perhaps they realize more keenly 


‘the terrible war in Europe means. - 

If pluck, perseverance in the face of 
tremendous obstacles, and determina- 
tion can save the day for the French 
dressmakers, the day will be saved. 
For. with most of the famous men of 
the, dressmaking world called to the 
colors, the women have gone ahead, 
held such openings as they could, and 
have kept up a brave front to a most 
discouraging and demoralized world. 

The women have gone into the fields 
to save the crops; why shouldn’t the 
women keep up the reputation of 
Paris as the centre of the fashion 
world? they query. Women are born 
with an instinct for clothes. So they 
are doing their best. 

But the: Rue de la Paix, like all the 
rest of Paris, presents a rather dreary 
appearance these days. A handful of 
buyers is all that is left of the eager 
throngs that began to come here in 
July. And_less than a handful of 
dressmakers have escaped the call to 
arms. 

Jouda, the head of the house of Ber- 
nard, has gone to the front, so, al- 
though this house is ready with Au- 
tumn. models, :‘theré@ is: little likelihood 
that.they will be shown. Poiret has 
gone tp war, Worth, Doucet, and 
Bechoff have also gone, and their 
houses are all closed. Premet’s chief 
designer has died and the manager has 
gone to war; so few models are shown 


‘| there. Paquin shows few models, be- 


cause it is almost impossible to get 


workers in Paris. 


‘Of the few houses left open that of 
Premet is the only one that does not 
demand cash’ payment: Drecoll de- 
clares that he will keep going until 
there is no more money to pay the 
workers, and the house of Callot 
Sodurs says. the same thing. The 
house of Callot, by the way, keeps its 


: huge staff at work on hospital “<e- 
plies. 


That is the situation’ among the 
Paris. dressmakers in a nutshell: most 
of them followed the fate of the rest 
of the-workers of France when: the 
vast French.Army was mobilized. 

The fact that the present situation 
Came so suddenly perhaps made their 
task the more difficult. One day they 
were full of: plans’ for the openings. 
To be sure, there ‘Were rumors of war. 
But there was no certainty of it. The 
next day notices were posted warning 
all foreigners to. leave Paris within 
twenty-four hours or else run. the risk 
of staying for three or four weeks 
until after mobilization was completed. 

It was a sudden change, and it was 
all but demoralizing. All the dress- 
makers that were left after the re- 
serves had responded to their call 
marshaled their forces and made ready 
to have ‘openings “whenever the 
chances of war permitted them. So 
some of them opened several days 
earlier than they had planned, simply 
because they wanted to get the open- 
ings over with before there was a 
great battle—and also before their 
only hope, tke American buyers, had 
all left Paris. 

Out of all the confusion emerge a 
few predominating features of the 
fashions the French dressmakers have 
shown to Americans. These fashions 
were quickly changed, in some cases, 
especially to suit Americans. For if 


‘Americans were the only buyers, nat+ 


urally they were the only ones to be 
pleased; European buyérs are not 
thinking df clothes just now.

Sylvester Schaffer will Establish a 
Record: When He Makes His 
First Vaudeville Appearance. 


It is greatly to be doubted if any 
theatregoer can recall a situation ex- 
actly like the strange one created by 
the entrance upon the American vaude- 
ville stage of the German artist, Syl- 
vester Schaffer. There have been many 
invasiohs of vaudeville $% such sub- 
stances and prominence that the rest of 
tiie bills had to be compressed to make 
room for them.

Astoria Transit Committee, and by Gil- 
bert Roberts, President of the Flushing 
Association.

“Instead of allowing the incompetent 
and irresponsible broker to damage his 
client before he is eliminated, it is now 
thought desirable to have qualifica- 
tions prescribed by somebody backed 
by the sanction of law. Inasmuch as 
real estate’ brokerage will not be 
classed as a learned profession for 
many years to come, it would be high- 
ly improper to prevent any person 
from taking up our vocation if the in- 
terests of. the public are not injured 
thereby. 

“We have also had in mind the salu- 
tary influence of a State commission 
authorized to withdraw the. alithoriza- 
tion and even to prosecute criminally 
any broker shown by careful investi- 
gation to be guilty of unprofessional 
conduct. This State commission must 
be composed of men who have not 
only been successful business men, 
but who have attgined prominence in 
developing and maintaining the best 
professional standards. 

“The fees that will be collected are 
not an occupation tax, but are to 
make this work self-sustaining and 
provide a surplus for advertising the 
advantages of New York throughout 
the world. .As the commission will be 
composed of successful brokers, it is 
évident that this advertising fund will 
be handled by experts in the art of 
making it as effective as possible.”

Preparations for the establishment 
of wholesale and retail public markets 
by the City of New York through 
which the advance in food prite#, it is 
hoped, will be checked, wers complet- 
ed last. week, .and four of them ‘will 
be opened on. Tuesday morning next 
on the plazas of the Manhattan 
Bridge, the Queensboro Bridge, the 
Harlem River Bri@ge at 129th. Street 
and Third Avéiiué, and Fort Lee 
Ferty, 180th Street and the Hudson 
River. 

About 1,000 letters have been sent 
out by Borough President Marcus M. 
Marks’s Market Committee, inviting 
all fartiers and fruiterers and dealers 











their stock at a fair profit, to appear 
at atty market every morning and of 
fer their supplies: either at wholesale 
or retail. 

‘There will be no charge for space— 


four open markets, but just how the 
idea will appeal to the farmer and 
denier is a thattef® to be decided. 

At present the farmer has long 
hatils to market centres, but uhder 
the new schéme he will find his mar- 
ket. right at hand. .Coming in from 
New Jersey, he has the Fort Lee mar 
ket; the upper Long Island farmer 
has the Queensboro Bridge; the lower 
Long Island farmer. the Manhattan 
Bridge, and produce may be brought 
to the 120th Street market by farm- 
ers from the Bronx, or by. way of the 
Harlem Ship Canat and the Harlem 
and Kast Rivers.

REALTY AUCTION IN 1737. 


Salesroom for Lower -Broadway 
Lots Was Exchange Coffee House. 


Although there was no Vesey Street 
Salesroom over 150 years ago, a notice 
in The New York Gazette of 1737 indi- 
cates that there was considerable ac- 
tivity in the realty auction market. 
The Exchange Coffee House, then near 
the foot of Broad Street, was the head- 
quarters for nearly all public affairs, 
and three parcels of property were 
advertised to be sold there, two on 
Lower Broadway; one on Crown Street 
near Liberty, the name having been 


} changed after the Revolutionary War. 
30 | This plot is interesting as having been 


owned by the eminent lawyer ard 
Chief Justice, Daniel Horsmanden; 
whose original edition of the “History 
of the Negro Plot” is one of the scarce 
New York publications. This early 
real estate notice is: 

“ Public Notice is hereby given, That 
on the 22d day of September next, will 
be Sold at Public Vendue or Out-cry, 
at the Exchange Coffee House, in the 
City .of New York, to the Highest bid- 
der, A certain House and Ground, on 
the Hast side of the Broadway in the 
said City, now in the Possession of 
Capt. Matthew Norris. Also a House 
and Ground, on the same Side of the 
same Street, opposite to the Bowling 
Green, now in the Possession of Sam- 
uel Ront. And also, a Parcel of Land 
on the South side of Crown Street, be- 
ing about One Hundred Foot Square; 
now in the Possession of Daniel Hors- 
manden, Esq.; and is part of the Gar- 
den, commonly called Barberie’s Gar- 
den.
